WOOKGH RAILWAYS. 


It would seom that tho use of wood 


for railroad rails was a step backward 
in progress, yot,the Marshalltown (I*.) 
Republican giyei » diseription of n 
narrow-gauge railway, supplied with 
woodcu rails, which is now in opera- 
tion in that State. It says : 


"Tha grading and bridging of tho 


little xoad are as complete and beauti- 
ful specimens of work as any wo haro 
so«n in Iowa, The road bed is much 
bettor than that between Amos and 
PCS Moinca, and is highly creditable 
indeed to thu engineer and contracting 
parties who had the management of its 
location and construction. The ties 
aro all sawed at-the mill,' two miles 
west of Lisoomb, and aro notched by an 
ingenious 
contrivance consisting of 


four saws, which are run two at each 
end of the tie, whore wooden rails are 
litted in. The sawing is done instant- 
ly, also the chiseling. The tiek are 
placed four i'eot apart on the road bod, 
and tho slabs, in order that they may 
not bo wasted, and ure laid between 
thorn, thus contribjting much to tho 
solidity of tho road bed. Tho rails of 
hard maple, wliioh arc brought from 
Miohigun, are from eight to twenty foot 
in length, and four by six inches iu 
thioknoss. The splice, eight inches 
long, is shiplap in shape, and has run- 
ning through it two iron bolts—the 
only iron used in laying tho rail, 
Tho 


rails aro put in tho notches of tho ties, 
and then firmly wedged in, so that thoy 
cannot movo in tho least. Tho wooden 
rails make as noat, straight, and safo a 
truck as oan bo mado of iron rails."
